The Man.. .and his Library 


Ted Crcrige lived in the New York area all his life. Bom on January 7, 1920, he graduated from Brooklyn Technical High 
School where, doubtless, he received his inspiration to become an electrical engineer. He earned his "E.E." degree from Cooper 
Union in 1944, attending at night while working for the United Transformer Company during the day. Ted remained at United 
Transformer for his entire working career, rising to the position of Chief Engineer and providing the Company with many of its 
principal patents along the way. 

Early in 1944, Ted married Miriam Dubner alias "Mickey." In 1947, the couple were blessed with a son, Robert Stephen, who, 
as matters turned out, was to blaze the trail into the world of numismatics. One eventful day in 1956, nine year old Bob came 
home with an Indian Head penny, purchased at Gimbel's for the sum of $3.00. Upset at the apparent dissipation of $2.99, Ted 
scolded his son and proceeded with a full-scale investigation of the transaction. Soon the whole family was sifting through loose 
change, including the voluminous receipts of the local candy store (in return for rights to do their sifting, the Craiges volunteered 
to drive the store owner's excess cash to the bank). Any man who regularly blackens his hands on thousands of pennies is, de 
facto, solidly hooked. 

In an eloquent foreword to Dave Bower's Adventures with Rare Coins, John Ford tells the story of Ted Craige's first dealings 
with the New Netherlands Coin Company in 1958. John proceeds to relate a full account of the growth of a numismatist, citing 
Craige's insatiable curiosity, his intense energy and his reverence for the traditions with which the hobby abounds. For collectors 
who have ambitions beyond filling the holes in a board, Ford's piece is required reading. 

In the fifteen short years between 1956 and his death on June 11, 1971, Ted Craige assembled a "world class" collection of 
colonial coins and medals. His Connecticut cents, one of the most comprehensive sets ever brought together, were sold to 
Bowers & Ruddy in 1970. Other important colonial coins were sold individually, and in small groups whereas his collection of 
"Betts Medals," one of the two or three finest in private hands, has remained intact. 

Amassing coins does not a collector make. To prepare for future acquisitions as well as to document coins already owned, 
Craige built a massive library. He bought the entire holdings of C.J. Edgar, he purchased heavily from Aaron Feldman who had 
acquired much of David Proskey's estate and he conducted an extensive correspondence which netted him rare finds from 
around the globe. In these pages you will find the classics virtually complete — the American Journal of Numismatics, plated 
large Chapman sales (including a Bushnell), Crosby on colonials, Maris on New Jersey, and endlessly on. Beneath the classics 
are solid runs of auction catalogs and lesser periodicals. And beneath these items, are seemingly unimportant pamphlets and 
xeroxed pages pulled from exotic books and journals. All of it is useful and all of it was used by Craige. 

However, the Craige Library did not stop there. Not included herein are books, almost equal in shelf space to the numismatic 
works, dealing with the military, political and social history of all the countries that colonized in the New World, as well as similar 
texts dealing with developments on this side of the Atlantic. Much of what Craige acquired treated more or less directly with 
numismatics. However, much of it had a connection so remote that only the most dedicated student would have persevered to 
read it. Taken as a whole, the Craige Library is at least as complete as any American numismatic library that has come to 
market, comparing favorably with such legendary holdings as those of Charles Bushnell, Samuel Hudson Chapman and 
George Fuld. 

The footprint of a man can be inferred from his accomplishments. Creative scientist, energetic collector, inquiring scholar, 
devoted family man — Ted Craige was all these things. However, much as the whole is greater than the sum of the parts, the 
man, in being what he was, became even more. In establishing a level of achievement to which future collectors can aspire, Ted 
has left the numismatic world a legacy which now becomes an integral part of the tradition which he so revered.

In all the History of Numismatics of the entire world, 
there is not today and probably there never has been a 
single numismatist who was and is the subject of so much 
romance, interest and comment and whose collection 
has been more talked about and discussed than Virgil 
Michael Brand. 

His Approach to coin collecting can perhaps be best 
summarized by quoting from a paper he read at a 1905 
meeting of the Chicago Numismatic Society; 

Perhaps the chief value of collecting is that it arouses 
so keen an interest in the objects collected, that 
research and study concerning them, which otherwise 
would have been uninteresting and irksome and might 
have received httle or no attention, becomes an 
attractive recreation, and in consequence is made 
much more thorough and comprehensive. A prompt 
reward for the expended effort is a greatly increased 
appreciation of the collected objects.

BRAND, VIRGIL MICHAEL. Coin Journals of Virgil M. Brand. Chicago, 1889-1925. 
Thirty two volumes. Over 10,000 pages, handwritten by Brand, separately listing upwards 
of 150,000 acquisitions comprising in excess of 350,000 coins, medals and tokens. Eighteen 
of the volumes are in large bound ledgers, 36 x 24V4 cm (a few slightly smaller), red half 
calf, gilt, spines very worn. The remaining fourteen volumes are supplied as loose 
photostats, reduced 50%, each section in a separate cardboard box. The boxes are worn, 
some of the photostats are slightly water damaged though all are fully legible. The 
following information columns are generally found in each ledger, sometimes printed, 
sometimes handwritten: Number/Inv. No./Comp./Country/Denomination/Date/Cost/ 
Condition/Mint Marks/Description/Class/Number. Notes on when and from whom the 
coins were purchased, rarity, provenance, etc., are also sometimes given. The basic 
inventory is contained in twenty three volumes, 13 bound and 10 in facsimile. There are 
four additional volumes, 2 bound and 2 in facsimile, which individually list large 
purchases given only a single listing in the basic inventory. These are keyed to the running 
inventory numbers. Two additional volumes, both in facsimile, list the stock of the Chicago 
Coin Company, an enterprise apparently owned by Brand and probably operated, at 
least in part, by Theophile E. Leon. Finally, there are three bound volumes that were 
apparently written, shortly after Virgil's death, by his brother Horace. Two of the volumes 
list coins that Horace was unable to find listed in the journals and the final volume 
represents a shortlived effort to record the U S. coins in the collection. (5000.00) 

Virgil Brand was bom on January 16, 1861, the son of a German immigrant. His father started a Chicago beer 
brewery in the 1870's which became a large and profitable enterprise. Virgil lived modestly in an apartment 
above the brewery Being of a shy and retiring nature, he did not take an active part in the management of the 
family business but, instead, spent the better part of his lifetime engaged in collecting rare books, stamps, and, 
above all, coins. Trained as an accountant, he kept meticulous records of what was to become the most 
important private collection of coins, medals and tokens ever formed. His cousin, Carl Wurtzbach, came from 
the same town in Germany as his father did, and it is said that it was he who interested Brand in numismatics. In 
any case, his first purchase was recorded in June of 1889, and thereafter he blazed a trail not followed since. 
Given the financial backing of the family business, Virgil could, and did, buy any coin he wanted. In the period 
covered by his journals he purchased over $3,000,000 of coins, an incredible amount considering the prices of 
the time Of the over 350,000 coins in his collection, some 68,000 were gold. The United States coins numbered in 
excess of 26,000 specimens, nearly 7,000 of which were gold. Virgil collected THE WORLD, from ancient to 
modem times Possessed of an extensive numismatic library, alas since dispersed, he studied and was 
knowledgeable in all areas, whether the subject be Roman medallions or Canadian tokens. To the considerable 
consternation of the major dealers of the day, Brand purchased outright collection after collection. One of his 
first major acquisitions consisted of duplicates and unsold lots from the collection of Lorin Parmelee. From Carl 
Wurtzbach came rare American colonial coins and choice United States copper coins. Brand acquired Dr. 
Thomas Hall's notable collection of large cents which included the unique 1793 clover leaf cent and twenty 
additional varieties of 1793 cents, a feat which has never been exceeded. De Witt Smith s collection, for which 
Brand paid $62,000, featured one of the finest collections of territorial gold coins ever formed, as well as a nearly 
complete series of Massachusetts silver colonial coins, choice copper, and a virtually complete set of $3.00 gold 
Coins At one time, Virgil owned eight 1827 quarters, two Brasher doubloons, an 1804 dollar, an 1822 half eagle, 
two Cincinnati Mining & Trading Co. eagles, two 1815 half eagles, ten 1876 $3 dollar gold coins, three 1793 
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Strawberry Leaf cents, Eve 1792 silver center cents, two Pacific Co. eagles, two Kohler ingots, three Templeton 
Reid $10 coins, thirty $4 Stellas, etc., etc. It should be emphasized here that, as important as Brand's American 
coins were, they comprised less than ten percent of his total holdings. His collections of ancient coins and coins, 
medals and tokens of the world were hardly less important. He purchased heavily from the Pozzi and 
Rhousopoulos collections and bought a great array of ancient Greek rarities from the Hermann Weber 
collection, dispersed privately by Spink & Son in the 1920's. A number of important Roman coins were acquired 
at the 1907 Martinetti and Nervegna Sale. Many coins came from J. Schulman, including numerous ancient 
Jewish coins among which was one of only two known Year Five, one shekel coins. More Jewish coins came from 
the celebrated collection of E. Rogers, including a Year Four, half shekel. Purchased intact were the magnificent 
Ferrari collections of English and French coins. Massive purchases were made from the Ewig collection, the 
most important collection ever formed of the Swiss coins of Basel. A large number of rare Swiss gold coins came 
from the Ude collection as well as numerous rarities from the Stroehlin collection. The list could go on and on. Let 
it suffice to note that the Brand coins that came on the market recently created a worldwide numismatic furor yet 
they comprised barely five percent of the total of the collection! Virgil M. Brand died on June 20, 1926. The 
legend that he died of food poisoning after a cheap meal in a skidrow restaurant has proved to be false, as have 
so many of the stories of his supposed eccentricities. His demise was due, in fact, to complications from a skin 
disorder endemic to the family. After his death, Virgil's coin collection was divided evenly between his two 
brothers, Armin and Horace. Each series would be gone through, divided equally according to the prices Virgil 
originally paid, and often the decision of who got which half would be decided by the toss of a coin. Nor were the 
coin journals spared this Solomonic separation but, since the entire inventory was essential to both brothers, 
photostatic copies were made and the missing half of each was supplied in this way. The original agreements 
splitting the journals are still extant and copies of the text of each follows:

The journals offered here are those distributed to Horace Brand and include the fifteen volumes noted above as 
well as photostatic copies of the fourteen volumes which went to Armin Brand. The three volumes subsequently 
prepared by Horace Brand (or possibly by B.G. Johnson and Henry Chapman) bring the total to thirty two. In the 
early 1960's Robert Friedberg purchased a number of coins from Horace Brand and also acquired Horace's half 
of the library which included the journals. Horace was especially proud of the library as well he should have 
been. In the intervening years the library has been dispersed, mostly by private treaty (we were privileged to sell 
a portion of the library in our June 1979 sale). However, the best has been saved for last, and it is indeed with 
great pleasure that we offer the most important numismatic manuscript that has ever passed through our hands. 
The opportunity presented here may well be unique (the other set of the journals is now residing in an institution 
and is unlikely ever to come on the market).

Rendered obsolete by later researches, this work is remembered for the colorful appellations given by the good 
doctor to the thirty nine varieties of 1794 cents that he managed to uncover. The names, sometimes amusing but 
more often charming, include The Coquette, Scarred Head, Venus Marina, Amatory Face, Double Chin, 
Patagonian, and so on. Bom in 1832, Maris was graduated from Jefferson Medical College about 1855. Until his 
death in 1900, he continued to collect coins, along with his medical, philanthropic and educational activities. To 
numismatic bibliophiles and large cent enthusiasts, his modest little pamphlet is of great significance since it is 
the first separately published work on the topic. Given its ephemeral appearance, very few of the 100 copies 
printed have survived the ravages of time and uncaring collectors. Two years ago we sold a copy for $4500.00 or, 
as was noted by the purchaser at the time, $300.00 a page for a paper covered pamphlet! The copy offered here is 
in considerably nicer condition and must certainly rank among the finest of the select number still extant.

Adams page 68: "Frossard opened his own business in 1877 and initiated his own 
periodical, Numisma. This latter, undoubtedly the most lively publication of its kind, provides us with an intimate 
glimpse into the hobby as it and its personalities then existed. The editor deals out praise to his friends but 
doesn t hesitate to flog offending competitors, a list which includes Scott, Proskey (he of the India rubber 
conscience), Mason, Steigerwalt, Woodward and the Chapmans, among others." Complete sets are very rare 
and we have been able to locate no modem auction appearances (the 1968 Kreisberg sale featured a set, 
lacking nine issues, which sold for $100 and the 1971 Katen Fuld sale offered a set, called complete but with 
several issues in photocopy, which sold for $225). The first nine volumes were issued bi-monthly but the final 
volume was issued over a five year period, which explains, in part, the rarity of complete sets. Frossard's writings 
are often amusing and biting at the same time and he seldom passed up an opportunity to be critical of his 
contemporaries. Three examples from his acerbic pen, all of which appeared in a single issue, follow: "Having 
consulted a celebrated astrologer, we can confidently announce the impending discovery of a Confederate 
States Dollar. This will complete the series, (unless the gold coinage should be taken in hand by some 
enterprising firm) as the following are already known: The cents, half dimes, dimes, quarters, and half dollars 
What Next?" . "Dealers sending coins on approval to Mr. Jonas Adler, Pittsburgh, Pa., will do well, if they wish 
to assure a safe delivery, to address the distinguished coin dealer in care of one of the Town Justices, or of the 
Sheriff of the County." . . "We have a list of about 15 petty coin swindlers, for the greater part located in small 
western towns From a P O. Box as a centre, they spread their nets to catch such game as may come within their 
reach. As no reputable dealer will trust them for over 25 cents of coins at a time, the forming of a cabmet is slow 
work with them. Hard work in the com field would pay better in the long run "

numismatics, occupying a position roughly analogous to that of Coin World today. At the heart of the Scrapbook was 
Lee Hewitt; it was, in fact, a reflection of him. When Amos Press took over, though they tried valiantly, the spark was 
gone. The early issues have long been difficult to obtain and sets are scarce.

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A book could, and should, be written about the "Texas Master of Coins", 
the greatest showman ever to have graced the numismatic profession. In the 
space allotted here, however, we can do no better than to quote from another 
famous numismatist, Abe Kosoff, whose recent passing leaves a void in the 
numismatic ranks equal to that left by Mehl when Kosoff penned this 
obituary in 1957: 

The numismatic fraternity has lost one of its greatest champions. B. Max Mehl was 
laid to rest on September 30th. B. Max had been ill for many months with a serious 
heart condition; he died at 11:30 P.M. September 27th at his home in Fort Worth, 

Texas 

Bom m Lithuania in 1884, Mehl came to the United States in 1893. At 10 he was 
already a collector of cigar bands, then stamps, soon coins. The latter was a spring 
board for a career without parallel as a professional numismatist. As early as 1904 
Mehl published a Hub Coin Book with price listings of coins. From this small 
beginning stemmed a stream of the most outstanding auction sale catalogs ever 
presented m the numismatic field. He joined the American Numismatic Association 
July 1, 1903 

History has recorded these events, the names are familiar — Granberg, Ten 
Eyck, Manning, Atwater, Dunham, Neil, Olsen, Knapp, Roach, King Farouk, Jerome 
Kern and so many, many others. Max was master of the finesse of cataloging. 
Professionals recognized him as the dean amongst them. Should a Hall of Fame ever 
be established to recognize contributions to numismatics, the name of B. Max Mehl 
must be -or n<i the first to be recorded. 

Oldhmers have often stated that Max Mehl did more to popularize coin collecting 
than any man who ever lived. His advertising programs were extensive and it was 
reported that for a 10-year period in his heyday, B. Max spent an average of 

$100,000.00 per year on advertising. 

The American Weekly's whole back page was used at a cost in excess of $5,000.00 
per week. A Mutual network 15 minute program at 7:00 P.M. represented a 
considerable outlay. The Saturday Evening Post column several years ago cost 

$2,000.00 for a single issue. 

Mr. Mehl was as active in civic affairs as he was in numismatics. He was past 
president of the Rotary Club and the Exchange Club, past potentate of Moslah Shrine 
Temple, a member of the Fort Worth Club, Colonial Country Club and Temple Bethel. 
He was an honorary member and a former member of the Board of Governors of the 
American Numismatic Association. He was on the Board of the Chamber of 
Commerce and served as Chairman of the Draft Board No. 2 during World War II. 

B. Max and Ethel Mehl celebrated their 50th wedding anniversary on August 18, 
1957 She survives him, as do two daughters, Mrs. Louis J. Levy of Fort Worth and Mrs. 
Michael Rosenberg of Winnetka, Ill., and a sister, Mrs. Eva Hurwitz of Teaneck, N.J. 
and seven grandchildren. 

If was my honor to be a pallbearer at B Max's funeral. As we walked slowly to his 
last resting place, I thought of the many times non-collectors had asked me if I "knew 
that coin man in Texas. I m sure each person in attendance said a farewell in his own 
way. I could only say, "Good-bye Mr. Coins." — AK.

It is difficult to characterize the Bushnell sale. It is by no means the most important collection ever sold yet it had 
a profound, perhaps unequalled impact on the course of professional numismatics in America. First of all, it 
established the Chapman brothers as the dominant force in the field, a position they occupied for half a century. 
Secondly, it firmly reinforced the importance of the illustrated catalogue with detailed descriptions. Finally, it 
established a new level of showmanship in American numismatics. For all its virtues, however, the catalogue 
also has its share of faux pas. The typographical and factual errors are numerous and the catalogue was, 
predictably, roundly criticized by Frossard, Woodward and other dealers of the day. Even the American Journal 
of Numismatics entered the fray suggesting that much of the information in the catalogue be taken "cum grano 
salisIn spite of all this the sale was a great success, and justly so. It stands today as the most important 
American sale catalogue in terms of research value for those interested in the byways of American numismatics. 
It is absolutely indispensable to those interested in "Numismahca Americana", i.e. colonials, early medals and 
tokens, storecards, Washingtonia, early patterns, etc. Only five hundred copies, in all, were printed of the 
catalogue, of which one hundred copies were issued with plates. Today, plated catalogues are only rarely 
available which may serve to underscore their importance or may suggest that far less than a hundred examples 
are now extant. It is known that a Bushnell was the last plated large size Chapman to be accessioned in two of 
America's finest contemporary numismatic libraries. This copy of the sale is indeed a special one. It is probably 
the copy sold in Tom Elder's sale of the Samuel Hudson Chapman estate in 1932 to T. James Clarke, then to John 
J. Ford, Jr. and, in turn, to Ted Craige. The various factual and grammatical criticisms made at the time of the sale 
are underlined in red and, in some cases, are further marked "correct." There are several text annotations in S.H. 
(Chapman's hand including mention of the later disposition of lot 313, the Diplomatic Medal, to John Work 
Garrett in 1919 and of another specimen discovered in Paris which Henry Chapman eventually sold to W.W.C. 
Wilson. He also traces some of the 1792 Birch Cent pedigrees including the Parmelee specimen which the 
brothers purchased at the sale on the behalf of John Story Jenks. S.H. again purchased it at the Jenks sale in 1921 
for $500 and five years later sold it to Colonel E.H.R. Green for $1000. The opportunity to acquire any plated 
Bushnell sale, much less one of the authors' own copies, is an occurrence not likely to be repeated soon.

William W.C. Wilson was bom in 1869 and began collecting coins at an early age. His collection of Canadian 
coins, medals and tokens was the finest ever assembled at the time of his death in 1924. In 1910 he purchased the 
Numismatist from Farran Zerbe and in 1911 he donated it to the American Numismatic Association, a fact which 
is little known today. The Wilson sale represents Wayte Raymond's finest effort as a cataloguer although it is 
difficult to understand today why the sum of his advertising budget consisted of a single advertisement in the 
October 1925 Numismatist. This may help to explain the great rarity of plated Wilson catalogues. The copy 
offered here was sold as lot 657 in Abner Kreisberg's important March 4, 1968 numismatic literature sale, where 
it was claimed to be "One of six copies made with all 46 photographic plates." It is more likely that fifteen to 
twenty copies with the complete complement of plates were issued although this copy contains four additional 
plates which do not appear in any other copy we have seen or heard of. They consist of plates 7A, B, C & D and 
depict Wilson's remarkable collection of Bouquet Sous which he purchased intact from another great Canadian 
collector, Thomas Wilson. Accordingly, it is possible that this copy of the sale is unique. One may conjecture 
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that Raymond specially made it up for a prominent collector. It is known that Raymond's personal plated copy of 
the sale does not contain these four plates. Although the sale is known for Canadian coins it also contained an 
impressive array of American rarities and is perhaps best summarized by Raymond's foreword to the sale: "The 
late W.W.C. Wilson of Montreal, who formed the splendid collection of Canadian and American coins and 
medals described in this catalogue, was one of the most discriminating and enthusiastic collectors of recent 
years. Mr. Wilson's first and most natural interest was in the coins and tokens relating to his native Canada and it 
may be safely said that no such assemblage of numismatic material pertaining to that country has ever before 
been offered for sale. He bought many collections belonging to Canadian amateurs of his time, perhaps the 
most important being that of the late Thomas Wilson. It is not possible in the brief space allowed in an auction 
catalogue to enlarge upon the historical significance most of these coins and medals have, however present day 
Canadian collectors will no doubt be appreciative of the opportunity to acquire rarities seldom offered. Nor did 
Mr. Wilson neglect the coins and medals issued in the United States and in the early Colonial days, as many of 
the rarest items in the collection are much sought after examples of numismatic Americana. The series of Indian 
Peace Medals, presented by French and English kings and the Presidents of the United States, is one of the most 
important ever held in a private collection. Few of these have survived and they have an historic interest, of a 
personal nature, representing the efforts of the early colonists and the later pioneers in the West to placate the 
natives of a new country."
